In teaching again upon the subject of 
nature’s floral panorama, as exhibited 
la the diversified plant growths of this 
loeality, the writer does so well know¬ 
ing that the number of bis Interested 
reed ere will be small. 

The shsngse In the exhibit which oc¬ 
cur from week to week go on somewhat 
slowly, seed growth followleg bloop to 
some speelee, end bud opening Into bloe- 
som In others. So far m the goldeorods 
are concerned the tali show Is now fairly 
on; Indeed, some eerly epeoiee are al¬ 
ready turning from yellow to brown, 
while the aster oontlagent Is well, but 
not yet fully repr es e n ted. At no time 
In the season has then been such a 
wealth of other Tsrletlse or mors end 
greeter diversity of color, Let us out¬ 
line a not too-long afternoon trip, and 
briefly note eome of th« things wbloh 
may its seen on the way. We will sup¬ 
pose ourselves st Bohn Park station ,"od 
the wsy to the junction of John 
street sod Franklin avenue, and norib- 
ward along the latter In crossing the 
park grounds, by careful search we may 
find an obscure Qusker-looklng flower, 
Polygals emblgua; also soother small 
one, but numerous and easily seen, 
called blue curls, or bastard pennyroyal. 
Others are there, but we will pass on 
and Me them later.. As we near the 
junction, on the knoll io the right, on 
the Vsn Ness property, are many square 
rods of thrifty bitter sweet. Turning to 
the 1 <ift, where the two aveDues meet, 
we ate In the presence of a numerous 
oompucy of the families jmd Individuals 
ws are seeking. Among the first to 
catch the eye are the still bright Iron 
weed, i nd the even more numerous Joe 
Pye weed, Eupatorlura purpureum. Jew- 
weed, too. Is hers conspleuoua, sod nu¬ 
merous speolee of polyganum are also 
much la evidence. To the left we may 
find ladles' tresses, now rearing their 
opening white flower spikes more proml- 
Deotly, with here sod there s dwarf St. 
Jobn’H wort. On both sides of tbs ava- 
nus may ba seen swamp louse-wort, pe¬ 
dicel arts lanoeolata, with a speolee of 
mint still flowering freely on some stalks, 
with others flowertom and maturing 
seed. It Is probably Torrey's oreeping 
wboried mint, men tbs den tills. Here 
also may be seeo the blue flower spikes 
of the great lobelia, and at Intervals 
on tbu way Its relative, Indian tobacco, 
lobelia Inflate, whose use as an emetic 
wae once a popular fad amoog herb- 
using medicos, though Dever popular 
with the dosoe. Here, too, are numer¬ 
ous prominent specimens of Canada flea- 
bane, with a few attractive plumes of 
dock, with Its reddening, ripening angu¬ 
lar seeds, a near kin to the useful buck¬ 
wheat. Worthy of mention, too, and 
often seen, especially near the drainage 
ditch on the right, are the bristly pani¬ 
cles of the wild grise, Panlcum capil¬ 
lar?, sometimes called “old witch grass.’’ 
Late to the season, when matured and 
become brittle, it Is broken off by the 
wind, carried aoroes open fields aod left 
In windrows, reoelvlng In some localities 
tbs name of tumble-weed. 

Now passlDg on, but paustDg just 
where the lightning-stricken plnoak was 
recently out, we may find on the edge of 
the ditch a single specimen of 
the olimblDg hempweed, and hav¬ 
ing viewed Its exquisite flower clusters, 
will congratulate ourselves that we did 
not miss It. Much further on, just be¬ 
fore the road begins to asceDd, along the 
road border on the left, we shall come to 
a group of puryllsh-plDk flowers, which 
botanists call Gdrardla teDDlfolla. I have 
seen no common nnme. It now Is com- 
moa In many otherwise barreD or paitly 
barren fields. 

Soon turning atfaln to the left, Into 
what bas been called Continental ave¬ 
nue, we pass between tall ranks of great 
ragweed, Ambrosia trlflda. and pass on 
to a private road leading to Mr. Mc- 
Closkey’s sandpit, near at hand. On 
the way we have passed by a small group 
of closed gentlao plante, but ae tble 
partloular plaDt ls> not y-t ebowlng color, 
we may be excused for not seeing them. 
At the sandpit we may find two species 
of plants, notable at least as sbowlog 
some of the contrasts of plant growth. 
Both belong to the pulse family—one 
called rattlebox, crotalaria sagittal!?, 
with a roundly inflated pod, In which 
the loose seeds rattle; the other wild 
senna, CpssU vlotltans, with flit, atten¬ 
uated pods, ebowlhg Its seeds so plainly 
as to seen almost translucent. Xu the 
woods Just back of the sandpit, among 
a dense bed of early asters, which seem 
to fairly carpet the whole grove, Is a 
piaut lbs writer has seen nowhere else, 
called horse g»-nilHD, Trlosteum angustl- 
folium. At this season it bas a row of 
yellow roundish seed balls arranged 
alone the stalk at the leaf aide. Another 
plant growing near, and still flowering. 
Is called starry campion, ellene stellate. 
It has a stem one to two feet high, leave* 
In whorls of four, flowers white, and 
only opening unde ( favorable conditions. 

More aod still more await ue, but 
time presses on, and we must turn home¬ 
ward, remembering also that eveD an 
editor’s patience' has a limit, and just 
now ethers may bLi clamoring for space 
for what they consider much more Im¬ 
portant malter. ■ N. F. Undbbwood.
